Reuter's representative has had an interyiew 
with Mr. Leigh Hunt, the well-known Ameri- 
can, who has organised an extensive cotton 
growing experiment in the Sudan. In pur- 
suance of an arrangement with the Sudanese 
Government Mr. Leigh Hunt left England last 
September in order to superintend the work 
which is being carried on in a tract of territory 
on the new railway route between Berber and 
Suakin, which Mr. Leigh Hunt bas purchased 
from the Government. Speaking of the pro- 
spects of the Sudan, he said: “The past 
year's experience strengtheos my conviction 
that the Upper Nile country has great 
agricultural possibilities. Sugar cane and 
cotton are certainties, while wheat and barley 
may be depended upon as far south as 
the Blue Nile. It is an ideal region tor 
tobacco culture, but tobacco is prohibited. 
Many kinds of vegetables do well. It will 
take years to determine what can be done 
with fruit. Our experiments in cotton 
show a larger yield per acre than Egypt 
produces and a quality quite up to the best 
American. Besides, the Egyptian varieties will 
do as well as in Egypt if planted early, but 
early planting involves the question of water 
at low Nile, which is the problem of the future. 
The labour question presents no insurmount- 
able difficulties ; in fact, | consider the labour 
situation distinctly promising.
